most famous newspapers of slx- 
teen European ‘countries. I lyed 
in fact from mouth to hand,

many. I lived mainly at Chart- 
well, where I had much to amuse 


ic, 
1 built with my own hands a 
large part of two cottages and ex- 
tensive kitchen-garden walls,- and 
made all kinds of rockeries and 
waterworks and o large swim- 
ming-pool which was filtered to 
limpidity and could, be heated to 
supplement our fickle sunshine.

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Another Atom. Bomb: Dropped 


Strict Secrecy Surrounds Test No. 4 


Date And Results 
Not Disclosed. 


Washington, Apr. 19. 

With a secrecy in marked contrast to the stage-man- 
.aged atom bomb test at Bikini in 1946, the 
United States has hit the Eniwetok arca with 
another atomic. weapon, it was announced to- 


day. 


Neither fies date of the test, the fourth ever to have 
been carried out, nor the mechanical nature of 


the weapon involved, was disclosed. 


The annotincement by" the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission sald that it would 
not be, in the interests of 
security ‘to make further dis- 
closures, a precaution which 
was held to be far from neces- 
sary nat Bikini. 

“A classified report .of. the 
results is being made to the Joint 

mmittee on Atomic Energy of 
tiie Congress,” the Commission 
ndded. “The test was conducted 
under the full security restric~ 
tions of the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1945, 

“fhe public issuance of further 
information concerning the test 
Is not permissible at present.” 

Reviewing developments léad- 
ing to the test, the Atomic 
Energy Commission recalled that 
in December last year, construc- 
tion was started on Eniwetok 
Atoll for. such a test and public 
notice was given that hazards 
would: exist in a defined aren 
around that atoll after Jan. 33, 
1948 and through the year 1948, 

The Commission's statement to- 
day sald that In the late winter 
months of 1947 -“a joint -task 
force composed of units of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, com- 
pleted construction at the proving 


ground.” F 


“Perfection” 


tt stated that “the principat 
goal In thie fleld Is the eclentl- 
fic and engineering perfection 
of improved designs.” It also 
sald that “a thorough testing of 
weapons and components un- 
dor simulated operation condi- 
tions 's necessary to Imnceve 
design.” 


That report also noted that 
“the scientific: and technical 
operations of the proving ground 
will provide new fundamental 
data and a broader understanding 
of the phenomena of nuclear fis- 
sion for peaceful as well aos for 
the military application of atomic 
enerry. 


Oficlals: of the Atomic Energy- 


Commission declined to give any 
further details of the test. Spe- 
culation of the last few weeks 
was centred on the probability 
that the United States would ex- 
periment with an atomic bomb 
exploded in decp water, ° 

The objective of such.an ex- 
plosion.would .be.to_test,.amongst 
other things, the resistance of 
submarines to atomic weapons. 
This was one of the reasons for 
the widespread interest in recent 
reports that Russian submarines 
had been scen in the neighbour- 
hood of Eniwetok -Atoll recently. 


"A Weapon” 


‘The strict secrecy whieh has 
surrounded the present test and 
the date of the explosion Im In 
ttrong contrast with the great 
publicity glven to the two 
areat atomic tests at Bikinl 

‘pearly two years ago. 

Whereas the Bikini test was 
attended by representatives of 
the great powers, members of 
Congress and the press, specta~ 
tors at the recent, test, were 
restricted to a handful of military 
leaders and atomic experts and 
two Congressmen, . representing 
the Joint Congressional* Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy. 

The Commission’s “ announce- 
ment today sald only that the 
test was of “an atomic weapon,” 


It did not say whether it was 
an atomic bomb or some new 
kind of atomle weapon, if such 
exists. 


Earlior Tosts 


Two htomle bombs were ex- 
ploded in tests at Bikini 
Pacific, 2,000 miles southwest of 
Hawaii, In June and July, 1946. 

A ficet of surrendered German’ 
und Japanese, and obsolete Unit- 
ed States, warships was the .tar- 
get for each. 


The firat bomb, dropped from 
a Superfortress on June 30 and 
exploding in the alr above the 
target, sank a destroyer and 
two transports, badly damaged 
two battleships, two cruisers, 
ang an alrcraft carrier, a des- 
troyer, a submarine and a 
landing ship, and slightly dam- 
aged 26 other ships. 


The next atom bemb, exploded 
under water at Bikini on July 24, 
sank o battleship, a carrier, a 
landing craft and o submerged 
submarine, 

Three other atomic bomb ex- 
plosions are on’ record, The 
first, dropped from a steel tower 
in the desert in New Mexico on 
July 160, 1945, vapourised the 
steel tower and knocked men, 


4. down over 12,000 yards away. 


Lost Week? 


The second, dropped from a 
Superfortress on Hiroshima, kili- 
ed 78,150 people, according to 
oMmcial figures, The entire centre 
of the city was destroyed, only 50 
gutted buildings being left stand- 
ing. 

The third-bomb, dropped on the 
big. Japanese industrial city of 
Nagasuki on Aug. 9, 1945, caused 
casualties estimated at over 35,- 
900 dead and rather more in- 
jured. ‘ ie:

(he future seems cark, Bul the 
strength of an dadividual’s—-of a 
beople’s characteris shown in 
the way he fights his way out of 
a scemingly hopeless depth, It 
is this struggle against odds which 
produces human progress 
of us who have passed through 
China's crises when they were at 
their dismal worst are not. dis- 
mayed today, As long as wo 
shave othe deep conviedon that 
right ds fighting on our side we 
know that) we will be stronger 
for our present difliculties.” 
Relations With Britain 

“In the foregoing we may 
discern something of the spirit 
that fired the British nation at 
the tlme of Dunkirk. Never 
before has Chink been In need 
of auch a.high degree of un- 
derstanding and tolerance by 
her fellow nations.

Certainly it Is 
another matter in bringing this 
conl to’ the surface, but she will 
never be in a’ position to Indus- 
trialise these nntural riches unless 
she can obtaln machinery and 
experienced engineers from the 
West.” 


_Churchill’s Words 


“At the moment, numerous ob- 
stacles Interrupt the flow of free 
lrnde between Britain and China. 
A means must be found to over- 
cone these barriers, China has 
vecn victorious ‘In her battle 
against the Japanese = invader, 
but like other notions she has 
still to win the peace. It would 
be as well to remember the 
views of our great war leader, 
Mr, Winston Churchill, In 
August, 1939 he wrote, ‘The vic- 
tory of China, provided: Chinn is 
nided by the great democracies, 
might win for them a century of 
jertile and — beneficlent trade."

Blindfolded. Trek- 


Across Country 


The six Chinoso hostages. taken off the “Van 


Heutsz” on Dec. 14-15 ‘fast by 


Chilang Poiht, were 
_ junk for moro than 


pirates off 
“imprisoned” on board a 
10. days bofore. the pirate 


“ gang eventually landed at some - unknown 
point’ along the Ching coast, presumably in 


‘the Bias Bay area. 


This was disclosed yesterday 
by - relatives of the three 
released men who are now re- 
cuperating at: their country 
homes after a four-month cap- 
tivity. 

This is what thé three, Tan 
Kit-cheang, son of Singapore 
millionalre-philantrophist Tan 
Kah+kee, Pak Ki!-po, manager of 
the Swatow Municipal Bank, and 
Tan Cheng-seng, local ‘Chineso 
oank employce, told thelr rela- 
tives: 

“After the captain and’ officers 
of the “Van Heutsz” were ordered 
to row. back to the vessel, we 
were kept on board the com- 
mandecered junk. When the “Van 
Heutsz” was out of sight (she 
sailed back to Hong Kong) wo 
were blindfolded and kept below 
deck. The junk started moving, 
but in which direction we could 
not guess. 


Put Ashore 


“We were imprisoned on the 
Junk for more than. 10 days 
and nights. The junk salled 
from place to place. Sometimes 
we were bilndfolded, sometimes 
not. Anyway we could not ro- 
cognise any of tho placos we 
saw. r 
“One morning we were put 

ashore with a few armed pirates 
to guard us. After we had landed, 
we were blindfolded and guided 
up an incline. After some distance 
our eyes were uncovered and we 
found ourselves {in a hamlet of 
about 10 village dwellings and 
paddy fields. 

“In the four months vf our 
gaptively we moved from place 

place seven to eight times. We 

le blindfolded on Ifaving each 
place and blindfolded again just 
before reaching the next stop. 

“We ate what the pirates ate. 
The food was bad. The majority 
of the pirates were not with us. 
Only a few armed guards’ were 
with-us~all- the ~time-—We-were 
given some old clothing to change 
into “wher our own. clothes be- 
came filthy, 

“One day three of the ring- 
lenders returned and said that 
they had confirmed that Tan Kit- 
cheang was'o son of Tan Kah- 


.| kee.-The- three -cursed -us..for—-not 


revealing Tan's identify earlier. 

They complained of spending un- 

necessary money jn. investigations, 
Very 

“Tan convinced the pirates that 
Pak Ki-po and an Cheng-song 
were poor and would be able to 
pay any ransom money. 

“On the eve of our release wo 
were ordered to follow two arm- 
ed guides. At first we were biind- 
folded. After a day and night 
‘travelling by fvot and by junk, 
we were landed in the Now Ter- 
ritories.. The two’ pirates who 
accompanied us hailed a motor- 
truck which gave us a lift to 
Kowloon. 
single cent in our possession. 
Pak Ki-po was very ill, 

“We could have been released 
earller. But it was not until a 
month after our capture that 
Tan ‘revealed his {dentity to tho 
the pirates. We did not realise 
that the pirates had such a deep 
respect for Mr. Tan Kah-kee.”
